An Act To Amend Criminal Laws against Domestic Violence
To Ensure Appropriate Recognition of Prior Convictions

Emer gency preamble. Wher eas, acts and resolves of the Legislature do not become effective
until 90 days after adjournment unless enacted as emergencies,; and

Wher eas, Public Law 2007, chapter 436 created the crimes of domestic violence assault, domestic
violence criminal threatening, domestic violence terrorizing, domestic violence stalking and domestic
violence reckless conduct; and

Whereas, each of the domestic violence crimes carries an enhanced penalty if committed more
than once; and

Whereas, this legidation clarifies that the enhanced penalty applies if the person commits a
domestic violence crime created in chapter 436 after having been convicted of the crime of assault,
criminal threatening, terrorizing or reckless conduct against a family or household member; and

Wher eas, inthejudgment of the Legislature, these facts create an emergency within the meaning
of the Constitution of Maine and require the following legislation as immediately necessary for the
preservation of the public peace, health and safety; now, therefore,

Emer gency clause. Inview of the emergency cited in the preamble, this legislation takes effect
when approved.

SUMMARY

Public Law 2007, chapter 436 created the crimes of domestic violence assault, domestic violence
criminal threatening, domestic violence terrorizing, domestic violence stalking and domestic violence
reckless conduct. A violation of one of these domestic violence crimesisaClass D crime. A person who
commits one of these domestic violence crimes more than once is guilty of a Class C crime.

Thishill clarifies that the enhanced penalty also appliesif the person commits a domestic violence
crime after being convicted of the crime of assault, criminal threatening, terrorizing or reckless conduct
against afamily or household member.
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
